the system employed by her publisher to turn her idea into 
reality 

From My Kayak is a nearly poetic take on the glory 
of the natural world. The soft-covered volume contains 
over 40 photographs taken by Tufts as she slowly became a 
kayaker, a photographer, and a writer. Trying new things and 
expressing herself in various artistic forms is just who she 
is, and coupled with an energy that beams outwardly, she 
sparked the collective imagination of those gathered to hear 
her speak. 

Tufts has been a schoolteacher, an interior designer, 
an animal loving pet-sitter, and now a published author. She 
explained that it was through a memoir writing group that 
she first thought about the possibility of publishing a book. 

"I showed my photography of Aucoot Cove and 
they told me, 'You can make a coffee table book/" she said, 
glowing at the memory of that moment. The group members 
encouraged her and she did not hesitate. 

"If you are a writer, keep on writing," Tufts told her 
audience. And while it's been several years since From My 
Kayak was published, it still seems to surprise her. 

"I was thrilled when the finished book arrived!" she 

beamed. 

Tufts spent some time explaining how her publisher 
worked with her manuscript, taking it from a rough draft to 
a finished product. 

"They do everything, from correcting grammar to 
designing the cover," she said. 

Tufts described writing in longhand, a nearly 
forgotten art in today's digital world, then transcribing 
her text into the electronic format. Of the publisher, she 
remarked, "They write the press releases, market the book to 
distributors like Amazon, they do everything." When asked 
if she had made a financial investment in getting her book 
published, she confirmed that was indeed the case. Having 
said that, she added that the heavy lifting provided by the 
publishing house was well worth the cost involved and, in 
the end, her book - the tangible evidence of her artistic work 
- made it worthwhile. 

As Tufts spoke, she wove in photographs that were 
the impetus for the book, striking images of sea-birds in 
all their natural glory, shimmering saltwater surfaces in 
morning's first light, moody horizons misted over, and the 
bow of her kayak about to cut through the water's surface.

America, one can find them high in deciduous leafy tree 
tops, but not in deep forests. They instead prefer the edges 
of urban groves, well adapted to proximity to human 
settlement. 

After both the spring and fall arduous migration, 
nectar and fruit comprise most of their diet. The sugary 
content readily converts into fat, which replaces the energy 
burned up during migration. To attract orioles to build a 
nest near your house, oranges and apples may be skewered 
on the fork of tree branches to satisfy their craving for re¬ 
vitalized nourishment, as I have shown in my illustration. 

Baltimore oriole populations have been declining 
throughout their range, for the most part, of this country and 
Canada. According to the North American Breeding Bird 
Survey, the Official Partners In Flight Survey shows a loss of 
three percent each year. This accumulates to a loss of twenty- 
four percent from the year 1966 to the year 2000. With the 
subsequent breeding population estimated at 12 million, the 
decline puts them halfway down the list to number ten out of 
twenty species of concern. 

The main causes of diminishment are attributed to 
widespread deforestation and habitat loss. 

Individual interested birdwatchers can help by 
supplying that supplementary diet of fruits near or on their 
property. Other oriole attracters are actual oriole feeders with 
sugar and water, like nectar, or open jars of jelly and peanut 
butter. Natural plantings around the yard of bright colored 
fruit like raspberries, crabapples, and trumpet vines are a 
sure attraction for the birds passing by. The reward for this 
effort might be the glimpse of a female building a sock-like 
hanging nest. 

The remarkable next-building process begins with 
the gathering together of slender fibers. She anchors her nest 
by hanging long fibers over a small supporting branch on 
either side. With this as a start, she collects a combination 
of grass, thin strips of grapevine bark, and loose horsehair. 
She then pokes and darts her bill in and out to tangle the 
loose hank. While no knots are tied, random placement has 
somehow made knot-like tangles with an opening of five 
inches wide on the top and usually six inches across. 

The inside of the deep sack in which she lays her 
eggs may be lined with artificial fibers such as cellophane, 
twine, fishing line, or recycled fibers from a recent nest. This 
entire process takes about a week. Then, when her eggs are

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Meeting Warrant will ask voters to decide on whether to 
maintain the elected position of town clerk or allow the 
Board of Selectmen to appoint a qualified candidate. 

Town Clerk Naida Parker will retire from her 
position after 35 years as town clerk, prompting Board of 
Selectmen Chairman Greenwood "Woody" Hartley to ask his 
fellow selectmen for their opinion on offering up the position 
as an appointed one, subject to Town Meeting approval. 

"We've grown a lot in the last 25 years," Hartley 
said on April 1. "We've changed a lot and I feel like the 
townspeople ... deserve that the office of the town clerk be 
open the same hours as the town hall and that we have the 
opportunity to have a backup person who is authorized to do 
the same things the town clerk can do." 

Hartley lamented that elected officials, including the 
town clerk, are allowed to set their own hours and schedules, 
which might have an impact on the citizens' access to 
services at Town Hall. He added that the town should be 
able to have an assistant clerk in the Town Clerk's Office as 
well so that someone can be in that office during Town Hall 
business hours. 

Hartley researched towns similar in size to 
Rochester and found that the trend is indeed moving 
towards an appointed town clerk, which offers some benefits 
to towns, including larger pools of qualified, experienced 
candidates from which to choose. 

"I'm in favor of presenting it to the voters," said 
Selectman Brad Morse. "I think it gives us a chance to seek 
a level of professionalism in the office and appoint someone

who's up for the job versus ..." 

Speaking over Morse, Hartley added, "It broadens 
our expanse to find somebody." 

"The town has grown and people need access to the 
town clerk on a daily basis," said Selectman Paul Ciaburri. "I 
think it should go in front of the townspeople and let them 
decide. 

"It's a big jump to do away with an elected 
position," Ciaburri continued, "but I think it's time to look at 
the other side." 

In other business, the town is hoping to be awarded 
a state recycling grant worth $20,000 to help educate 
Rochester citizens on effective single-stream recycling, but a 
■ provision of the grant would be implementing a program for 
recycle bin inspections to help curb dirty curbside recycling. 

1 The curbside recycling compliance program entails 

the hiring of several individuals to perform curbside 
inspections of 20 percent of recycle bins over an eight-week 
period. Hartley commented that the inspectors would likely 
be students or seniors participating in the senior tax work-off 
program. 

The inspectors would not be performing full 
inspections of the bins, but rather superficial inspections of 
the top items to check for problematic items such as plastic 
bags and dirty pizza boxes, the top offenders in dirty single¬ 
stream recycling. Those found to he noncompliant would be 
tagged with information on the noncompliant items inside 
the bin. 

The recycling grant will ultimately provide funding

steps toward improving the recycling habits of its citizens. 

"The whole purpose is to make us better 
recyclers and, therefore, save the town money/' said Town 
Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar. 

Also during the meeting, the board voted to refer 
two zoning bylaw articles back to the Planning Board to hold 
the public hearings ahead of Town Meeting - one bylaw for 
the zoning of marijuana cultivation facilities and retail sites, 
and another for the Smart Growth Overlay Zoning District. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey said the marijuana 
bylaw would restrict cannabis cultivation facilities to 
5-acre properties throughout town, including within the 
agricultural/residential zoning district; laboratories and 


marijuana product processing facilities would be limited to 
the industrial zone only, while marijuana retail stores would 
be allowed in the general commercial zone. 

The overlay district bylaw article is what will 
accommodate the 40R residential complex on Cranberry 
Highway near the intersection of Routes 58 and 28. 

"It is the necessary step to move forward with Town 
Meeting's approval of an overlay district [and] this is limited 
to that property," said Bailey. 

Szyndlar reported that Steen Realty, the developer 
of the proposed 40R, has completed its application with the 
state, and the financial impact analysis will begin next week. 
Results of the analysis on how the development will impact 
the town financially will be presented during another public 
forum the town will host ahead of Town Meeting. 

In other matters, the selectmen congratulated Cheryl 
Randall Mach as she was selected to be the next director of 
the Rochester Senior Center, replacing Sharon Lally as she 
retires August 1 after 13 years in the position. 

There will be an article on the Annual Town Meeting 
Warrant for voters to approve or deny allowing the Town to 
borrow $2 million to help fund the Old Rochester Regional 
High School athletic complex and auditorium upgrades 
project. 

There is a one-year appointed position on the 
Rochester School Committee open, as Meagan Bennett has 
resigned. Any letters of interest may be addressed to Town 
Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar at the Rochester Town Hall. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for April 15 at 6:00 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall.

- leaving the Denver, Colorado suburb of Northglenn after 
20 years in the field, in both private sector consulting and in 
municipal management, back to his native Massachusetts 
to discover Marion's seemingly tailored-for-him position 
seeking exactly the experience Willet has to offer. 

Amidst a steady stream of misfortune on the public 
works front, Willett gave the Board of Selectmen something 
to smile about - the perfect combination of enthusiasm and 
experience the board wanted. 

"In general. I've done just about everything this 
town is going through now," said Willett. "I could lend a 
good quantity of expertise and guide you through some of 
this stuff."

Town Needs Boost for $2 Million Grant

The Marion Board of Selectmen ever-so-casually 
called on its constituency to write letters to the governor on 
behalf of the town for a $2 million state grant that could help 
cover the costs of its wastewater treatment plant upgrades. 

On April 2, State Representative Bill Straus paid the 
board another visit to discuss the town's chances of being 
awarded the legislative-backed grant reserved specifically 
for wastewater and climate change resiliency capital projects 
in communities on Buzzards Bay. Straus had pledged his 
support in "lobbying" on behalf of Marion to receive the 
grant, but he returned that night to suggest the town take 
some important actions to further help Marion get the $2 
million. 
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First, Straus cautioned the board that the lagoon 
1 lining project, as presented to the state, would likely not 
receive the money, simply due to the fact that the project 
appears to be a one-year capital project that would be 
completed by a federally mandated deadline. The state, 
Straus said, prefers projects that span three to five years, 
simply because of a more favorable repayment schedule. 

Marion's internal schedules, the time sequences, 
Straus said, he cannot control. During a recent meeting 
with the Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) commissioner Straus attended with Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson and Selectmen Chairman Norm 
Hills, Straus said it was apparent that the state would find 
that project's completion schedule problematic. 

"A project like this doesn't necessarily all get paid 
for on the day that the keys are turned over, so to speak," 
Straus said. 

Still Straus said, he is committed to advocating on 
behalf of Marion why the project is important and should be 
chosen for the grant. 

"The more years the town can spread [the project] 
out, the better the project looks," Straus said. 

Selectman John Waterman asked if the town should 
market the project more of a longer-term project; after all, 
lining lagoon 1 is only just one phase of several phases of 
improvement projects slated for the sewer plant over the next 
five or so years. Only the lining of lagoon 1 has a deadline, he 
said. 

"It's really about the demand for the checks and

when do the checks have to be written," said Straus, 
suggesting that it is possible to repackage the grant proposal 
more favorably in the eyes of the state. 

Straus told the board it should prepare a calculated 
repayment schedule for the money it must borrow to fund 
the project. 

"The longer that schedule, the easier it is to sell 
this," Straus said. 

"Well," said Waterman, "I suppose it's better getting 
$2 mill over five years..." 

".. .Than zero over one year," said Straus finishing 
Waterman's sentence. 

Waterman then asked Straus if it would help Marion 
if residents were to send their own letters to Governor 
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Charlie Baker's office requesting it to consider Marion for the 
grant. 

"I think it would be," said Straus. An old-fashioned, 
resident-written snail mail letter is, he said, a rather effective 
tool in getting the attention of the legislature. 

Before Straus left, Dawson happily announced 
that, after years of negotiations, the DEP has finally issued a 
consent order for the town's wastewater treatment plant. 

In considering the final consent order, the DEP 
acknowledged the town's recent misfortune with its 
engineering firm coming in way under in its cost estimate 
for the lagoon 1 lining project and granted the town an 
additional seven months to complete the project. The 
deadline is now June 30, 2020, instead of December 1, 2019.

"I'm very pleased with the way negotiations went," 
Dawson said. "We have a really good amount of cooperation 
with the DEP - they really did get the issues that are facing 
Marion and they really worked hard with us to come up with 
what I call the best permit that we could have hoped for." 

In other matters, Dawson reaffirmed his promise to 
remain in the Town Administrator's Office until the town 
finds his replacement, and with optimism he set his amended 
retirement date for May 3. Dawson was set to retire on March 
15, but as town administrator candidates rescinded their 
resumes one after the next, the position remains unfilled. 

The board has set a dog hearing for May 7 to 
determine whether an Olde Farm Road dog should be 
deemed a dangerous dog or a nuisance dog after an alleged 
March 3 dog attack that injured one woman and two canines. 

In a letter to the board. Police Chief John Garcia 
recommended that the selectmen move ahead with a dog 
hearing, saying that the offending dog attacked another dog 
without provocation. 

"...[T]he owners, in our opinion, have not 
acted responsibly with regard to the dog," Garcia wrote. 
Furthermore, he stated, during the mandated quarantine 
following such an attack, "the conditions of the quarantine 
were violated on two occasions." 

The owner of the dog accused of the aggressive 
behavior belongs to Michael Devoll, the principal at Old 
Rochester Regional High School. Devoll was present for the 
meeting and asked the selectmen to clarify the dog hearing 
process, saying, "This is not just a small thing, it's a..." he 
trailed off. 

In a letter to the board dated March 14 written by 
Diane Kelly of 119 Old Knoll Road, Kelley alleges that the 
Devoll family dogs are left unsupervised, unrestrained, bark 
incessantly, and at least one of the dogs being aggressive 
and "who cannot distinguish between a predator and a 
neighbor." 

According to another neighbor, Jane Hathaway, 

"the Devolls should not have pets" because they are "not 
responsible pet owners." 

The board approved a $6,700 contract with Westona 
and Samson to assist the town in its in procurement process 
for soliciting curbside trash removal bids. 

According to Dawson, the Town so far has received 
three bids in response to its request for proposal (RFP) for 
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services. considering the suggestion. 

'There may be others along the way, but we'll wait Waterman pointed out that the ZBA expressed that

Board Won't Sponsor Zoning Bylaw Amendment 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

Planning board meetings are the venue for 
holding public hearings on issues related to bylaws such 
as amendments, changes, or the inclusion of new bylaws. 

"But that doesn't mean we have to sponsor them," said 
Mattapoisett Planning Board Chairman Tom Tucker on April 
1. 

The meeting agenda read, "Discussion and Vote 
On Sponsorship: Zoning Bylaw amendment to permit an 
increase in lot coverage in the Limited Industry District from 
50-percent to 70-percent based on the availability of sewer 
service." 

Planning Board Administrator Mary Crain explained 
that Town Administrator Michael Gagne had sent a letter to 
the board members instructing them to consider the zoning 
bylaw amendment that would impact this business area; 
however, the actual amendment, one that would eventually 
have to find its way to Town Meeting, was not provided. 

Attending the meeting was Highway Superintendent 
Barry Denham, who said he was on the committee tasked 
with preparing plans and documents related to the future 
expansion of the town's Limited Industry District - land 
confined to an area off North Street and wedged between 
what is now the Bay Club and Route 195 to the Marion town 
line. 

"The original lot coverage was based on those lots 
having on-site septic systems," said Denham. That's why so 
much land was set aside." He continued, saying that plans 
being explored include providing municipal sewer service to 
that area that could ultimately mean an increase in available 
area for development, larger buildings, or possibly multiple 
buildings on a single lot. 

The committee has been investigating grant proposals 
that could fund an even larger multi-million dollar project 
that would include a new roadway with infrastructure 
improvements like the continuation of the Mattapoisett bike 
path from North Street to the Marion town line, along with 
the opportunity for new businesses. 

"Now there is a proposal to run sewer, so land can be 
freed up for building purposes," Denham said. "It's important 
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to the tax base/' 

Lot coverage and how it is calculated was 
questioned by Planning Board members Karen Field and 
Nathan Ketchell who suggested parking and impervious 
surfaces as a necessary component in preparing calculations 
versus simply just the size and number of structures. 

Denham said each lot would have to have 
stormwater systems sufficient to handle water on site, but 
Ketchell inferred that there might be a way for existing 
businesses to circumvent making changes in stormwater 
management planning simply through the Building 
Department. 

Arriving to address some of the questions that night 
was David Mclntire, a prime mover and property owner in 
the land being discussed. 

"Anything over 1,000 square feet will come to the 
Planning Board for review," McIntyre stated. 

Planning Board member Janice Robbins said, 

"I don't feel informed enough to know if 70 percent is 
reasonable. We haven't even seen the draft yet. I can't vote 
on something I haven't seen." 

Field also asked Mclntire where he was proposing 
to locate a marijuana cultivation operation, a topic not slated 
for discussion on this night but brought up by Field. Mclntire 
said there were three possible locations within the Limited 
Industry District, including a former hat factory, which he 
said he was in negotiations to purchase. 

Tucker said the Planning Board didn't need 
to sponsor the amendment being discussed, but that it 
is required to hold the public hearing on the proposed 
amendment article before it could advance to Town Meeting. 

"The selectmen can sponsor it if they want to," 
Tucker stated. 

In other matters, engineer Doug Schneider 
represented Andre Rieksts for an informal discussion for 
a two-lot subdivision off Park Place. He described the 
project as "evolving", and inclusive of a plan to construct a 
more than 400-foot long private driveway extending from 
a currently constructed but unimproved public roadway 
known as Park Place. 

The proposal would include Park Place being 
improved by the developer and continuing on across the 
former railroad easement to a cul-de-sac. 

Schneider described water management systems 
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that would include the installation of culverts and wetlands 
considerations such as replication areas and turtle crossings. 
He explained that the two new lots would be serviced by 
municipal water and sewer services currently available along 
Park Place. 

The project received a favorable first impression 
from the board members. 

The board also re-visited a Form C Definitive 
Subdivision project proposed by Scott Snow to be located 
off Prospect Road, known as Eldridge Estates. The proposal 
includes a five-lot design. 

Tucker said that the applicant was seeking a 
continuance until May 8. Snow offered that difficulties 
had been ironed out with the Sewer Department regarding 
private septic plans for some lots and municipal sewer tie- 
ins for others, and assured the board that plans would be 
completed by the hearing date. May 8. 

Another discussion item was a request by Joseph 
Furtado to grant building permits for residential construction 
at the Brandt Point Village subdivision. This request inspired 
Tucker to look up from the table saying, "The developer 
didn't even come in!" Then ensued a lively discussion 
regarding the historic lack of responsiveness on the part 
of the developers, incomplete or insufficient completion 
of work on Phase One - most notably, the ill-working 
community septic system - and three incomplete structures 
now suffering the ravishes of time and weather. 

Crain said she would again ask for developer 
representatives to present themselves at a future meeting and 
also request an updated report from peer review consultant 
Ken Motta of Field Engineering. The request for new 
building permits was denied. 

Before adjourning, Crain said she would 
be requesting assistance from SPREDD to aid in the 
development of Zoning Bylaw amendments. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning Board 
is scheduled for May 8 at 7:00 pm at Old Hammondtown 
School. 

ConCom Accepts Araujo's Restoration Plan 
'Alternative' 

Rochester Conservation Commission

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located on the shores of Leonard's Pond is no longer used as 
such, but is part of one land owner's dream - a dream that 
has, however, been more of a nightmare as of late. 

Jose Araujo purchased the more than 25-acre site 
with the dream of building a retirement home for himself 
and his wife, as well as four additional homes, one each for 
his children. But what he failed to do prior to cutting down 
trees was seek regulatory permits to do so, resulting in a 
cease and desist enforcement order. 

On April 2, Araujo returned to the Rochester 
Conservation Commission to ascertain just how he could 
satisfy their demand for restoration of trees, shrubs, and 
other native plantings. Updated plans were submitted, 
but now with a twist. Araujo was offering a permanent 
conservation easement along some five areas including 
shoreline areas. 

Engineer Rick Charon, representing Araujo, detailed 
what he hoped would be an acceptable compromise, given 
that an earlier restoration proposal was not feasible due to 
the poor quality of the soils in disturbed areas. 

"I think we have a plan that satisfies what happened 
out there," Charon said. "Mr. Araujo is trying to atone for 
his misstep. The easement language needs town counsel 
review, but we'd like to file for a notice of intent; then the 
easement can be perfected and become part of the orders of 
conditions." 

Originally, the commission had asked for hundreds 
of trees, shrubs, and other plants to replace the several 
hundred cut down by Araujo. Now he was returning with 
what he hoped would be a better and more viable resolution 
- a conservation easement and a modified planting plan. 

At least one commission member thought they were 
sending the wrong message to other property owners asking 
for forgiveness versus permission and then getting a slap on 
the wrist. 

But, just like back on March 19 when the proposal 
was first discussed. Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon 
thought the plan was worthy of consideration. 

"I think we've come a long way," she began. "The 
most important thing is that we move in the right direction." 
She said she thought the message to the public was one of 
"enforcement" when unpermitted activities were uncovered. 

Of the conservation easement, Farinon said it was 
different from others the commission had seen in the past. 
This easement did not provide for public access, but a 
permanent prohibition of development activities allowing 
the acreage to remain natural. 

Commission member Daniel Gagne wanted planting 
to begin as soon as possible. Araujo said he was ready to go. 

In the end, the commission approved the planting 
plan, requiring it as part of a notice of intent Araujo would 
have to file, that would include plans for the first of five 
future homes on the site. 

In other matters, the way was cleared for the 
development of plans for the construction of age-restricted 
residential units off Rounseville Road, when the commission 
issued an order of conditions to Brian Wallace of J.C. 
Engineering, Inc., for the rehabilitation of stormwater 
systems on the site. Wallace said the next step was approval 
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by the Planning Board, which he anticipated would be 
received later in the week. 

T-Mobile's continued NOI filing was once again 
continued, this time until June 18, when representative 
Marty Cohen, Network Building and Consultants, failed 
to supply operations and maintenance plans or the name 
of a contractor as the commission had requested. Cohen 
apologized, but said that the utility would not be providing 
that level of detail until all permits in all cities and towns had 
been secured. A letter supplied by the utility did not satisfy 
the question of safety and maintenance, thus the public 
hearing was continued to give Cohen a substantial amount of 
time to secure the necessary documents. 

Other public meetings and hearings included the 
issuance of a Certificate of Compliance for property located 
at 4 Sparrow Lane to Decas Cranberry Company; a Negative 
determination of applicability to Mario DiBona for property 
located off Dexter Lane for the construction of a new single¬ 
family home with septic systems and associated site work; 
and a Negative determination on an RDA of non-significance 
on plan change to Mark Sollauer for plan changes made 
outside an order of conditions for property on Mendell Road. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for April 16 at 7:00 pm in the Town 
Hall meeting room. 

Village Business Gets Use Change, Parking 
Reduction

With little fanfare, the Marion Planning Board on 
April 1 issued special permits for a village business, which 
included a reduction in the parking requirement, a point of 
contention in recent special permit applications before the 
board. 

Skin Med Spa, Inc. requested a special permit for a 
change of use for the second-floor office space of the building 
located at 154 Front Street, as well as a reduction in the 
parking requirement. 

The business, represented by Attorney John 
Mathieu, has operated for six years at 340 Front Street. 
Mathieu described the business as "not quite medical, 
but a bit more than a business use." Skin Med Spa is a 
cosmetic skin business, including elective beauty treatments 
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by appointment only The owner is a nurse and nurse 
practitioner and has one employee who also is a nurse. There 
are approximately five customers per week, who stay no 
more than an hour. 

Currently the property, which includes eight 
units, has a common driveway and parking area, with the 
businesses sharing all the parking. Mathieu stated that his 
office measured the entire parking area using an overlay with 
the required 9-foot by 18-foot sized parking space, resulting 
in a total of 12 spaces when in full use. 

Based on the town bylaw, the applicant's business 
would require six medical spots, or four business spots. With 
the business located in a Limited Business District, which 
reduces the required parking to 70 percent of the normal 
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requirement, the parking requirement would be reduced to 
four medical spots, or three office spots. 

The employees will be employed full time and live 
in the village, so will often be walking to work. As other 
businesses in the village have asserted, Mathieu suggests 
that, if need be, the business could use Island Wharf for 
overflow parking. He also noted that in 2011, the Planning 
Board gave the dentist office in the same location a special 
permit for a reduction in parking. 

While the comparison was made with the recent 
application of the Mary Celeste Neighborhood Lounge for a 
reduction in parking, which drew significant pushback from 
residents and other businesses, board member Eileen Marum 
pointed out that this business is significantly different, in 
that cars are not staying long in the area and the number of 
people visiting the business is comparatively low. 

Board member Chris Collings noted that this was 
the second meeting in a row that the board had deferred 
parking to a public parking lot. 

"At what point," Collings asked, "do we determine 
how oversold it is becoming? At what point are we creating 
an issue we have to address?" 

Chairman Will Saltonstall observed, "An applicant 
with more intense use, I can see that discussion happening." 

Selectman and Planning Board member Norm Hills 
stated, "The general concept of parking in the village will 
need to be addressed," and the board agreed it was an issue 
for the Master Plan Implementation Committee and the 
Transportation and Circulation Task Force in particular. 
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With the current application, the board agreed the 
question was "straightforward" and the business would not 
have a significant impact on the village parking situation. 
After a unanimous vote to approve the special permits for 
a change in use and a reduction in parking. Administrator 
Terri Santos provided the board with the decision letter to be 
signed this evening. 

Also during the meeting, developer William Curley 
of SBS Partners on behalf of Sherman Briggs and Arnold 
Briggs, had a brief hearing with the board to determine the 
timeline for the construction of the three affordable housing 
units in the Residence E property on Spring Street. 

There will be three affordable units built on an 
adjacent lot, all located within the same building. Curley 
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confirmed with the board that inclusionary zoning section 
230-8.1.2 says the construction of 30 percent of the market 
units (nine units in this case) triggers the requirement to 
construct one affordable unit. After completion of another 30 
percent of the market units, another affordable unit would 
be built, with the final market and affordable units being 
completed simultaneously. 

Curley suggested he would pour the foundation, 
frame the building, and install associated walkways and 
railings at the affordable unit building, and complete the 
interior of each affordable unit one at a time. 

"I can live with the town bylaw - a third, a third, 
and a third is fair, with everyone acting in good faith," 
Curley said. 
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In other business. Town Planner Gil Hilario 
presented the board with the report of the summary findings 
of the Municipal Vulnerability (MVP) Workshop held by 
SRPEDD last June. 

Marion had applied for and received a grant to 
become a certified Municipal Vulnerability Preparedness 
Community; this workshop was part of the process to receive 
that certification. 

Numerous stakeholders attended, including 
Hilario, Hills, and Marum, as well as other town and state 
employees, business owners, and residents. In addition, 
Massachusetts Audubon Society, the Nature Conservancy, 
and Sippican Lands Trust participated. 

During the workshop, the groups split in two to 
identify specific vulnerabilities to climate change within 
Marion. Hilario pointed out that, interestingly, the two 
groups identified similar top actions the town should take to 
improve resilience, which included: Enhance communication 
systems, elevate the pump stations, ensure shelter 
preparedness and evacuation planning, and create a forest 
management plan. 

Hilario said, once the town is MVP certified, it could 
apply for grants to address the action items. Hills reminded 
the group that the whole town is subject to inundation 
during a major storm event, with town residents possibly cut 
off from hospitals and other services. 

Planning Board member Steve Kokkins suggested 
it is important to determine what kind of resilience the town 
is planning for - immediate hazards or long-term effects, as 
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well as the source of funds associated with those plans. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board is 
scheduled for April 16 at 5:00 pm in the Marion Town House. 

Trash and Recycling Costs Still Climbing 

Mattapoisett Finance Committee

The cost of removing our solid waste - trash and 
recycling, with its problematic greasy pizza boxes and the 
plastic windows in envelopes, is going to cost more. As the 
number of companies - and countries - willing to buy "clean 
recyclables" decreases globally, the pressure on cities and 
towns is increasing. 

One of Mattapoisett's solutions is attempting to 
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educate residents on best practices for producing clean, 
saleable recyclable items. No easy task, indeed. 

The issue of the growing mountains of recyclables 
being shifted from the U.S. to ports-of-call in the Philippines, 
Vietnam, and Pakistan is becoming more problematic and 
expensive. The question of how to get residents to clean up 
their recyclables so they can be sold is now a very real and 
everyday issue. Changing household habits was discussed 
on March 27 when the Mattapoisett Finance Committee met 
with Senior Board of Health Agent Dale Barrows and Health 
Agent Kathryn Tapper to review the department's proposed 
fiscal year 2020 budget. 

The agents are planning a town-wide recyclable 
education program to help residents better understand the 
importance of placing only clean, recycle-ready materials in 
the orange topped containers. 

"But what will happen is that people will just put it 
in the trash bin," Barrows said, rather than taking the time or 
steps to wash out jars and cans or make sure that pizza box 
is, in fact, grease-free. 

Barrows said he anticipates a noticeable uptick in 
solid waste tonnage and a drop in recyclables as a direct 
result of more stringent patroling of what residents are 
tossing into the recycle containers. 

"Massachusetts can't handle our own waste," 
Barrows said. "A third is shipped out of state and the further 
it has to go, the more it costs." He cautioned the committee 
that costs associated with trash and recyclables were only 
going to skyrocket until such time as a solution, nationally

and globally, could be achieved. 

As things stand now, the FY19 budget allocated 
$169,176 for the negotiated recycling contract. Barrows 
estimates that to rise to $178,509 in FY20. Solid waste 
curbside pick-up will also rise by some $7,000, he noted. 

On the Town's website, residents may view a presentation 
aimed at beginning the recycling education process at www. 
mattapoisett.net. 

In other areas of the department. Tapper said the 
Board of Health wants to implement GIS mapping system 
capability for a cost of $1,400. Finance Committee Chairman 
Pat Donoghue wondered how the computer program would 
benefit the department. 

Tapper said that other departments were currently 
utilizing the system to track and have immediate access to 
permits and other information while working in the field. 
Barrows added that it would be especially useful when 
working with property owners regarding septic systems. 

Mattapoisett's town manager, Michael Gagne, 
questioned a jump from $1,500 to $15,000 in the category of 
part-time agent leave coverage, saying to Barrows, "This is 
supposed to be an enterprise fund." 

Barrows said, while fees at the transfer station were 
in line with other towns, "Trash doesn't pay. ... We are not 
the Water & Sewer Department." He continued, "We can't 
just up the rates. If I get three rainy days in a row, I don't 
make money." 

Tapper added that, with more homes being added to 
collection services, costs would rise. 

Also coming before the Finance Committee were 
Conservation Agent Elizabeth Leidhold and Conservation 
Commission Chairman Mike King to discuss options for 
adding new fees for services provided by this department. 

A study of surrounding towns demonstrated that 
nearly all were charging for services currently not being 
reimbursed in Mattapoisett. Leidhold said that request for 
determination of applicability applications, a review service 
that evaluates projects to determine the need for various 
permits and conditions, is currently not fee-based. Other 
towns are charging anywhere from $50 to $250, depending 
on the square-footage of the property in question. 

Other fees that the Town may wish to impose would 
include applications for certificates of compliance, extensions 
of orders of conditions, site visits, wetlands delineations, 
permit extensions, and requests for amended orders of 
conditions. Currently, the only fee collected is done so in 
accordance with the Massachusetts Wetlands Protection Act. 

King said that, because the Town does not have its 
own wetlands bylaws, it is bound by state regulations to 
charge only for notice of intent filings, a fee of $100 that is 
split 50/50 with the state. 

Gagne thought differently, believing that all the 
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town had to do was institute a bylaw for the new fees 
themselves, not a wetlands bylaw for which he admitted 
voters have not had not found palatable in the past. To 
that end, he said he was awaiting confirmation from town 
counsel that such a bylaw could be enacted. If that were the 
case, Gagne said there would be an article on the Annual 
Town Meeting Warrant asking voters to approve it in May. 

The goal of collecting new fees is an effort on the 
part of the Town to have those Town Hall departments that 
provide particular services to property owners carry the 
cost burden associated with those services versus having the 
entire taxpaying base cover the costs. 

According to Gagne, the Board of Selectmen 
favors establishing a new fee structure for Conservation 
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Department services.

Planting Island Violation Frustrates Commission

With a pretty straightforward agenda before them, 
the Marion Conservation Commission spent most of its time 
on March 27 issuing one enforcement order and resolving 
another. 

Enforcement and cease and desist orders were 
issued to M.P. O'Leary and K.J. Welch for their property at 82

The commission received 
a citizen inquiry regarding work occurring at the site, and 
members of the commission visited the location on Sunday, 
March 24. 

Brush had been cleared from the site, truckloads of 
fill material were brought in, and boulders were placed at 
edge of the lawn. The entire site is in the V-zone, Chairman 
Jeff Doubrava observed, and includes other resource areas 
such as a barrier beach, salt marsh, and possibly coastal 
dunes. In addition, the entire site is within priority habitat of 
rare species. 

Vice Chairman Shaun Walsh expressed frustration 
about the wetland violation, saying, "It's really discouraging. 
There were three contractors that went to this site and 
did the work. Any contractor on Planting Island, on the 
seaward side, [knows to] advise your client to check with the 
conservation commission." 

Per the enforcement order, a notice of intent must 
be filed within 30 days of the issuance of the order. No other 
work may occur at the site until a public hearing has been 
held and a permit is issued. 

"Maybe the homeowner didn't know [to notify 
the commission]," commented Doubrava, "but the three 
contractors should have known." 

The Piney Point Beach Club filed a notice of intent, 
addressing concerns the commission had raised in an 
enforcement order issued by them on June 27, 2018. 

The Marion harbormaster notified the commission 
on June 20, 2018 that there was sand being spread by heavy 
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equipment on the beach from below the low tide mark to 
above the high tide mark. The beach club had an order of 
conditions at the time, allowing up to 20 yards of sand to be 
spread by hand up to a depth of 6 inches directly in front of 
the beach pavilion. 

In this evening's notice of intent, the beach club, 
represented by Susan Nilson of Foth-CLE Engineering 
Group, proposed numerous maintenance activities on the 
property located at 93 and 96 Piney Point Road. The entire 
site, Nilson observed, is within the commission's jurisdiction, 
and therefore the beach club was providing a comprehensive 
list of all the activities they contemplated performing on the 
site. 

In addition to resurfacing the tennis courts. 
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epoxying cracks in the concrete walkways, and maintaining 
the dense aggregate stone roadways, the most significant 
activity the beach club proposed was beach nourishment of 
up to 720 yards of sand above the mean high tide mark to a 
depth of 6 inches. 

Commission member Kristen Saint Don-Campbell 
questioned the use of machinery on the beach and the depth 
of 6 inches across the length of the shoreline. Nilson stated 
that the proposal was for "up to 6 inches of sand annually 
above the high tide line across the whole property," placed 
where the loss from storms and wave action occurred. 

"[The beach club shoreline] is not a highly erosive 
shoreline," Nilson said. "The morphology doesn't change 
significantly, unless the wind is in the right direction." 

Commission member Marc Belanger suggested that 
it should be stated unambiguously that it was a maximum of 
720 yards and no more than 6 inches in one location. Nilson 
responded that it is important to reference the plan, where 
this is explicitly stated. Belanger reminded her that members 
of boards and commissions change, and having it explicitly 
written in the permit will be important. 

The beach club also requested permission for the 
removal of seaweed by hand and by small machinery if there 
was "significant" accumulation. Walsh asked if the beach 
was used by migratory shorebirds, who would forage in the 
seaweed, and Nilson noted that the beach is not mapped for 
rare species. 

Nilson also asked that the beach club be allowed to 
prune beach vegetation such as rosa rugosa and beach grass 
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in order to stall their encroachment into the playground area 
and parking lot. 

In the order of conditions issued this evening, the 
commission stated that the seaweed removal would be 
allowed only between Memorial and Labor Days - and only 
when accumulation is significant - with a 48-hour notice and 
subsequent expressed approval of the commission. 

Also during the meeting, the commission issued a 
negative determination for the installation of a handicapped 
access ramp at the Mary Celeste Neighborhood Lounge 
located at 153 Front Street. The ramp, located on the left 
side of the building, will extend from the front of the 
building and wrap around the back of the building to the 
handicapped parking space. 

A negative determination was also issued to Robert 
F. and Mary M. Merrow for the construction of a new 
single-family residence on Pasture Lane. Carmelo Nicolosi 
of Charon & Associates said most of the work would occur 
outside the buffer zone. There is a wetland line from a 
previous filing in 2000 that was relocated and flagged. The 
work will come no closer than 75 feet from any wetland flag. 
The four-bedroom house will have a six-bedroom capacity, 
on-site septic system, and town water. There will be some 
tree clearing in the southeast corner, and some fill will be 
brought in to maintain the 48-inch groundwater separation 
required by the Board of Health. 

The hearing for Cynthia and John Paliotta was 
continued again, after the commission visited the site at 119 
Converse Road to identify the four trees the Paliottas want 
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to remove for fear they will fall on their neighbor's house. 
The Paliottas failed to mark the trees as the commission had 
requested; however, the commission "made the assumption" 
the trees in question were the four oaks beyond the 
permanent wetland markers near the water. 

Walsh expressed some skepticism about the need 
to remove the trees described by the property owners. The 
trees, which all occur in the resource area, did not appear 
unhealthy, in Walsh's opinion. 

"My impression looking at the trees ... if in danger 
of falling, they would fall away from the house and into the 
wetland," Walsh opined, adding later, "We try not to allow 
people to cut trees in a vegetated wetland." 

The hearing is continued until April 24 to give the 
Paliottas time to contact an arborist for an opinion on the 
condition of the trees. 

The commission announced the resignation of 
associate member Dale Jones, reading aloud Jones' March 19 
letter to the Board of Selectmen. Belanger has been sworn-in 
as a full member of the commission, leaving the commission 
without any associate members to fortify the commission's 
roster. Commission members expressed their appreciation 
of Jones' service to the Town, and Doubrava acknowledged, 
"I'm sorry it didn't work out."

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Rising Special Ed Costs Result in 'Sacrifices' 

Marion School Committee

The budget the Marion School Committee approved 
for fiscal year 2020 might only reflect a 1.48-percent increase, 
but a steady rise in the need for special education services for 
the students at Sippican School has resulted in some tough 
cuts in the regular education budget. 

The overall $196,134 or 10.22-percent increase in 
the special education budget is driven in large part by an 
increase in the learning support center line item, which 
Superintendent Doug White called "the big one" on March 
28 during the meeting of the Marion School Committee, 
bumped up by $172,069 - a nearly 27 percent increase over 
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last year's budget. 

"That's really one of the areas that we've found the 
needs within this budget, and the need for that offset was a 
significant hit to this budget," White said, "but also one that 
is needed to meet the needs of all of the students across our 
pre-k to 6 school." 

There was also a 19.29-percent increase in the special 
education administration budget. 

As a result, this year the central administration and 
school committee had to reassess how to spread out the 
available funding across all areas of the budget and found 
only one solution - a small increase in class size for next 
year's grade 4.

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a student population that was not only larger in size but 
also higher in needs in the areas of academic and social/ 
emotional support. Next year as those students advance 
to grade 4, those four sections will be reduced to three, 
making it a class size average of about 19, a move that some 
educators present that evening vocally opposed. 

One educator pointed out that the needs of the 
students at Sippican School "have changed drastically", and 
as school committee member Ronald Gerhart tried to assuage 
the educators' concerns about 19-student class sizes still 
being a beneficial number for students - under 20 - another 
teacher commented, "You're just looking at numbers, not 
personalities and needs.

"And we know that, and we respect that," said 
committee Chairman Christine Marcolini. 

This budget. White said, is not one that will satisfy 
everybody, "But [it is] the best of what we have at this time."

Aquaman. Starring Jason Momoa and Amber Heard. 
Directed by James Wan. Running time: 143 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. Available this week on physical 
and streaming home media. 

Why did Aquaman — whose hero was once 
a laughing stock among nerds and mundanes alike 

— become an ATM to the tune of $1.15 billion last 
Christmas? I have a theory. The movie looked spectacular 
enough, yet dumb enough, to be the biggest college- 
stoner event in years. Kids were home on holiday break, 
chortled to one another "Let's get baked and go see 
Aquaman," and so it was done. Those watching it sober 
alone at home may find the movie's peculiar blend of 
macho-man musk and self-aware camp a bit harder to 
swallow. Towards the end, when heroes and villains 
faced off underwater astride various sea creatures and 
everything was going kaboom, I felt myself starting to 
turn into an eyelid. There's only so much unreal stuff 
happening in an unreal environment I can watch before 

I figure I might as well be watching Tom and Jerry, which 
was funnier and shorter. 

To be fair, every so often director James Wan's 
thirst for hyperbolic images pays off big. There's a 
terrific shot of two heroes diving off a boat swarming 
with toothsome sea monsters while a lightning bolt 
cleaves the night sky behind them. The visual shows a 
talent for unearthly, savage beauty. There's more like 
it, but not much more, and most of the two-hours-plus 
(about 130 minutes plus credits) is clotted with repetitive 
too-muchness like the endless battles of that climax. 

How many hapless, anonymous fighters can we watch 
tumbling ass over teakettle and slamming heavily into 
things before it all becomes meaningless? Many of the bad 
guys thusly slammed by our hero, Arthur Curry (Jason 
Momoa), should be dead on concussive impact but aren't. 
The action has no stakes. 

Arthur is a "half-breed," son of a surface-dweller 
(Temuera Morrison, easily the film's rumpled-human 
highlight) and an Atlantean (Nicole Kidman). His half- 
brother Orm (Patrick Wilson, having fun going very large) 
is a resentful wretch who wants to unite the kingdoms of 
the deep against the humans of the surface. Arthur, the 
hero with a foot in both worlds, is the Chosen, the One 

— if you've read/ watched enough fantasy fiction you've 
seen every narrative beat here. The images are supposed 
to make the difference, but other than the aforementioned 



bits of inspiration. Wan's visual imagination doesn't go 
much beyond "cool." Atlantis and its many denizens, 
some humanoid and some not, are just the usual craggy 
castles and trashy, mean-looking monsters we've been 
looking at for twenty years. Let's not talk about the 
characters' computer-generated hair, forever floating 
prettily underwater but never wafting into anyone's face. 

Momoa is a bluff, passionate presence, whose 
Aquaman is more or less the DC equivalent of Marvel's 
Thor. They enjoy melees, enjoy being heroes — they are 
not, as I like to say, sickbed o'er with the pale cast of 
thought. Once in a while, Momoa lets out a gut laugh 
or barbaric yawp that cements him as that rare thing, a 
king you want to have a beer with. Without someone 
as thick and grounded as Momoa at its center, Aquaman 
probably wouldn't work — it would drift off into droning 
video-game cut scenes. His love interest. Amber Heard 
as the smart, tough Mera, has a couple of good fleeting 
battle-lust moments but is otherwise ... Amber Heard, a 
dead spot on the screen, saddled with the movie's least 
likely wig. Willem Dafoe is here, looking lonely and 
demoralized, knowing that if he gets to do At Eternity's 
Gate he also has to do this to keep the lights on. 

For a movie about the wonders of the deep, 
Aquaman is at times almost a globe-trotting epic; a 
segment takes place in Sicily, possibly because the 
filmmakers wanted to sun themselves there (who 
wouldn't?). As has become common, the movie's aspect 
ratio changes depending on whether a sequence opened 
up for a big IMAX screen or was composed for standard 
widescreen; cleverly, all the expansive IMAX scenes are 
underwater, all the surface scenes vertically cramped. The 
effect is to train our eyes and our subconscious to reject 
the dry world in favor of the wet world. Unfortunately 
nothing goes on down there aside from the usual bang- 
bang, although it was amusing to learn that in the deep — 
where people can talk to each other — seahorses whinny 
and sharks growl. Aquaman needed more of the kind 
of imagination that gives us whinnying seahorses and 
growling sharks. Instead it just gives us more whinnying 
seahorses and growling sharks. 
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town) truly get what's happening." 

Turning to the supplies budget that only accounts 
for 2 percent of the entire school budget, Marcolini said, 
"We're barely buying pencils."

"Jake did it all for us as a hitter who hit for average 
and power [and] aggressively ran the bases," Old Rochester 
Regional coach Steve Carvalho said after the 2018 season. 
"He's an outstanding young man who comes to work daily" 

That leaves the Bulldogs without one of the 
program's best pitchers and infielders in recent history 
heading into the 2019 season. 

"We got to plug some holes," Carvalho said. 

"There's no doubt about it." 

But the ORR coach doesn't move forward empty- 

handed. 

The Bulldogs return three major pieces from last 
year's lineup, one being senior corner infielder Adam 
Breault. Also one of ORR's three starting pitchers, Breault 
hit .410 with seven doubles, three triples, a home run, and 15 
RBIs in 2018. 

The Bulldogs also return two-thirds of their outfield, 
with Chris LaBelle and Bryce Afonso, who both had big 
hits in ORR's final game of the 2018 season, which was a loss 
to Falmouth in the quarterfinals of Div. 3 South Sectional 
tournament. The outfield should be the steadiest portion 
of the roster, given their experience. Nick Dextradeur and 
Thomas Coucci should factor into the outfield, as well. 

Mike Barry is taking over for his old double¬ 
play partner, Asiaf, making the move from second base 
to shortstop. John Farrell, who played catcher quite a bit 
in 2018, will now play up the middle with Barry. John 
Hamilton will also see time in the infield. 

"Afonso, Barry, LaBelle, and Breault still allow for 
production," Carvalho said. "How the other guys fit in, we'll 
see." 

On the mound, ORR will have Breault, Bob Ross, 
and Nate Kvilhoug. Who emerges as the top option remains 
to be seen. As of now, all three are on the same playing field, 
relatively. 

Noah Maxwell and Jack Meehan will also factor in 
on the mound. Maxwell can also play third, which Coucci is 
an option at first. Aidan Tremblay provides another option 
at the corners, as well as behind the plate. 

"I'm moving a few guys around," Carvalho said. 
"It's always a tough South Coast Conference. It's going to 
take pitching, defense, and timely hitting, as always."

TOWN OF MARION 
PLANNING BOARD 
PUBLIC HEARING 

On Tuesday, April 16, 2019 the Marion Planning 
Board will hold a public hearing on proposed 
changes to the Zoning Bylaw pursuant to the 
requirements of MG.L. C.40A, s.5. The public 
hearing will be held at the Town House Main 
Conference Room, 2 Spring Street. Marion, 
Massachusetts 02738 at 5:35 P.M. 

These changes are the result of continuing review 
and resolution of the bylaw comments provided by 
General Code as well as other changes identified 
during the resolution process. 

The comment resolutions for Spring Town Meeting 
2019 include those items tabled at Spring Town 
Meeting 2018 as well additional items resolved 
since then. Words with a line through them are 
deleted, words that are underlined are new words. 
The proposed revisions to the Zoning Bylaw are as 
follows: 

GENERAL BYLAWS 

210-1. Limitations on number of vehicles stored. 

No person shall have more than one two unregistered 
car or truck stored outside on premises owned by 
him or under his control. See Table 4.2 item M. 

218 Water 

ARTICLE III 

USE OF TOWN POTABLE WATER 
218-16 Authority 

This bylaw is adopted by the Town under its police 
powers to protect public health and welfare and 
its powers under MGL c. 40. § 21 et seq.. and 
implements the Town’s authority to regulate water 
use pursuant to MGL c. 41. § 69B. 

218-17 Purpose 

The purpose of this bylaw is to protect, preserve, 
and maintain the public health, safety, and welfare 
of residents by providing a source of potable 
public water. The Board of Water and Sewer 
Commissioners in conjunction with Town Meeting 
approval has designed, built, and installed wells, 
water treatment facilities, and a piping system to 
provide the potable water. 

218-18 Water Service Area and Expansion

a. The Water Service Area is the geographical 
area in which public water service is available, as 
shown on an official map adopted by the Board.

a. All properties (residential, commercial, 
industrial) located in a Water Service Area shall 
connect to the public water system 

b. All properties (residential, commercial, 
industrial) located in an Expansion Service Area 
shall connect to the public water system within 
three months of the service availability 

218-20 Rules and Regulations 

The Board of Water and Sewer Commissioners 
shall adopt from time to time such Water Rules 
and Regulations as deemed necessary for the 
implementation of this Bylaw.

230-5.3 Multifamily residences residential 
housing 

B. Dimensional requirements. 

(1) Maximum lot coverage: 40%, the same to 
include the gross ground floor area of all buildings 
and all parking areas. 

(2) Minimum usable open space. There shall 
be provided for each lot or building site area a 
minimum usable open space of not less than 40% 
of the lot area. Usable open space shall include all 
the lot area not covered by buildings, accessory 
buildings and/or structures, or surface parking 
areas.

(4) New construction or substantial improvements 
of residential structures within the special 

flood hazard district must have the lowest floor 

(including basement) elevated to or above the level 

of the onc-hundrcd-ycar flood. 

(5) New construction or substantial improvements 
of nonresidential building within the special 

flood hazard district must have the lowest floor 

(including basement) elevated to or above the level 

of the one-hundred-year flood, or together with 

attendant utility and sanitary facilities, be flood- 

proofed to meet applicable requirements up to the 

level of the onc-hundrcd-ycar flood. 

(4) The landward line of the Velocity Zone must 
be located on the official lot plan by a licensed 
surveyor and registered with the plan at the 
Massachusetts Registry of Deeds. 

(5) Any use otherwise permitted or authorized by 
special permit in the district underlying the Flood 
Hazard District shall likewise be permitted or 
authorized by special permit in the Flood Hazard 
District subject to the special provisions of this 
section.

Sippican Historical Society 

In 1998, the Sippican Historical Society 
commissioned an architectural survey of Marion's historic 
homes and buildings. The survey was funded one-half 
by the Sippican Historical Society and one-half by the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission. Due to the limits of 
funding, not all of the historic buildings were surveyed, but 
over 100 were catalogued and photographed. The results of 
the survey are in digital form on the Massachusetts Historical 
Commission's website and in four binders in the Sippican 
Historical Society's office (and at the Marion Town Clerk's 
office). 

Marion (Old Rochester) is one of the oldest towns 
in the United States, and the Sippican Historical Society 
maintains an extensive collection of documentation on 
its historic buildings. The Sippican Historical Society will 
preview one building a week so that the residents of Marion 
can understand more about its unique historical architecture.

314 Front Street. The 
Captain Henry Delano 
House at 314 Front 
Street presides over 
a front yard enclosed 
by a simple mid-19th- 
century cast-iron 
fence in the heart of 
the Old Landing area. 

This house was built for Captain Henry Delano in 1837. 

The distinctive attic window also appears on the Reverend 
Leander Cobb House at 28 South Street and represents the 
only other residence with this Greek Revival-style window in 
Marion. This house was owned by Laura J. Gibbs from 1900 
until her death on August 12,1925.
